Of the state library incidental fund appropriation ($500), there 
remains unused 8342.90. Accounts against the state library for 
incidentals, unpaid and due, amount to $11, leaving, when -paid, 
$831.90 in the fand. f 

Of the state library fund for the purchase of books, the state 
library has used 3828.85, leaving out of the appropriation ($2,000) 
$1,171.15 unused. Accounts against the state library for books 
purchased, unpaid and due, amount to $388.35, leaving 8787.80 of ` 
the appropriation ayailable for further purchases of books this fiscal 
year, including the present subscriptions.
